PANAMA.

RECONSTRUCTION OF BURIAL 
SCENE. 


Archeologists from the Peabody Museum, 
Cambridge, Massachusetts, U.S.A., who have 
been excavating in Panama, have, from their 
finds, reconstructed the scene at the burial of 
a chiet there before the discovery of America. 

The Chief sat on a great stone slab. Lefore 
him were a score of retainers—servants, 
concubines, and wives, and gold, pottery, 
jade, agate, quartz, bery] and gilded copper 
were piled about him. ‘here were . plates, 
bowls, wine cups, and jars, brilliant with 
painted colours, and thin plaques of gold and 
pure gold greaves for the forearms and legs. 
-All knowledge of tius people was Jost 
(writes Reuter), for they themselves disap- 
peared. Now their burial grounds have been 
excavated by the archeologists. Hundreds of 
graves have been uncovered in a flat ten- 
acre field on the banks of Rio Grande De 
Cocle. ‘The site was discovered because the 
river cut through the grounds, washing out 
vbjects of gold, copper, stone, bone, and 
pottery. 

Ninety gold articles have been found in a 
single grave, including massive cuffs, neck- 
laces, rings, nose pendants, ear spools, and 
figures of men and animals.

ATTITUDE OF CIVIL 
SERVICE CLERKS. 


Mr. A. Heron, General Se-retary of the 
Civil Service Clerical Association, writes :— 
‘I am to refer to a report which appeared in 
your issue of the 28th instant of a discussion 
at the annual conference of the Civil Service 
Clerical Association on the subject of the 
withdrawal of the privilege of special leave 
for attending Mass on Catholic holidays. 
The remarks of one of the delegates, as re 
ported, would convey the impression that 
there was a difference of opinion on the 
subject. 

‘‘It was the unanimous view of the con- 
ference that there 1s no justification for the 
withdrawal of this privilege, which was 
enjoyed by civil servants under the British 
régime, and is extended to the employes of 
most private firms, even in the case of firms 
under non-Catholic management. 

“The great majority of civil servants are 
Catholics, and, as such, obliged to attend 
Mass ou religious holidays. ts many cases 
domestic circumstances render such attendance 
outside office hours difficult or impossible.

Three short years ago Britain was head. 
ing rapidly towards a financial crisis. 
‘The Chancellor of the Exchequer was 
making dc-perate efforts to avert it; but 
he declared frankly that there probably 
would be a deficit for the year which ende: 
on last Saturday night of Lo Jess than 
£176,000, 000. Shortly afterwards Britain 
was forced to abandon the g: ld standard. 
The foreign value of sterling felj with 
alarming suddenness; there seemed to be 
little hope of an early recovery, and, when 
the Nationa] Government was formed to 
deal with the emergency, the outlook was 
distinctly gioomy. Within those three 
years a most remarkable change has taken 
place in Great Britain. Instead of a 
deficit of £176,000,000, the Chan:ellor of 
the Exchequer to-day finds himsel. with a 
realised surplus of more than £31,000,000. 
Trade has turned the corner. Unemploy- 
ment has begun to decrease; and in all 
parts of the country the long period of 
depression is giving way to a time of 
increased work and better pay. No other 


despair, and now they are about to reap 
the benefit of their perseverance. ‘T'welve 
months ago Mr. Neville Chamberlain had a 
deficit of more than £32,000,000. His 
estimates, naturally, were conservative, 
but they have been excceded in almost 
every important item. The British tax- 
payers have made a noble effort. They 
have surpassed the Chancellor's most 
sanguine expectations, with the resul. that 
after the year’s working the Exchequer 
has the largest surplus that it has known 
Since 1923-1624, | 
In the circuinstances, much interest is 
being shown in Mr. Neville Chamberlain's 
intentions. According to the law, as it 
Stands at present, the surplus must be 
devoted to the reduction of the National 
Debt; but the Chancellor recently hinted 
that he might seek powers to devote at 
least part of it to the reduction of the 
debt on the Unemployment Fund. In that 
event, he might decide to restore the 
“ cuts ” that were imposed on unemploy- 
ment benefit three years ago; but, of 
course, speculation on this point would be 
idle. There is no doubt that the whole 
British nation would welcome a reduction 
in the standard rate of income tax—or, if 
that should prove to be impossible, some 
additional relief in the form of statutory 
allowances, — Nothing would do more to 
inspire confidence than a concession in 


this direction; for the income tax payer 


has been bearing the heat and burden ot 
the day, and his uncomplaining fortitude 
has commanded the admiration of the 
world. It is fairly certain that Mr. 
Chamberlain will give relief of some kind 
to the general taxpayer when he opens his 
Budget in the near future. However 
small that relief may be, it will be of the 
utmost value to the country ; for it will

Lady Carson, who had rarely leit her 
husband’s’ bedside during the present 
stage of his illness, yesterday showed signs 
of the strain of her vigil and had to rest. 
A friend stated: ‘‘She has been vers 
brave and is bearing up wonderfully well.” 

Among the messages received at the 
house yesterday were a message from the 
Prime Minister and a telegram from Lord 
Craigavon, Prime Minister of Northern 
Ireland, where the news of Lord Carson's 
illness has caused great concern. There 
were many callers at the house, and 
numerous telegrams arrived. There were 
also dozens of inquiries by telephone. 


LADY CARSON’S STATEMENT 


Lady Carson said to a reporter yester- 
day evening:—‘‘ My husband is fighting 
the illness. He thinks of little else but of 
getting well. There is no change in his 
condition, and he is still gravely ill. It 
is a very anxious time. We have arranged 
to call in Lord Dawson of Penn for a 
consultation. 

“Lord Craigavon has sent a private 
message to me expressing his concern at 
hearing of Lord Carson’s illness, and 
hoping for better news soon. 

After Lord Dawson of Penn and Dr 
Young had seen Lord Carson yesterday 
evening it was stated that there was a 
slight improvement in Lord Carson’s 
condition.

HEN the financial year closed ‘to-day 
there was a surplus of £19,423 in the 
Northern Ireland Exchequer. The 

total revenue for the year was £9,195.91 and 
the expenditure £9,776,492. ‘This surplag is 
calculated after allowing, provisionally, 
£10,000 as Northern Ireland's contribution to 
Imperial Services, but both the balance and 
the contribution are subject to adjustment by 
the Joint Exchequer Board when the resida- 
ary share of reserved taxes has been finaliy 
determined. This is the thirteenth successive 
year that the Northern Government has been 
able to show a surplus The bighest was 
almost £250,000 in 1928, and the lowest 
£4,491, in 1931. The present surplus is the 
highest since 1929, and compares with £6,705 
a year ago. The largest item of expenditure 
was £2,081,318 for unemployment insurance 
and employment services. Education absorbed 
nearly two millions (£1,950,800), grants to 
local authorities (including de-rating grants) 


£1,595,058, and old age pensions £1,354,500. -

WORK OF A VIENNESE 
SCHOOL. 


For many centuries the splendour of the 
Court of the Habsburgs was displayed in 
the Palace of Laxenburg, which, writes a 
correspondent, enshrouded in the verdant 
foliage of the most wonderful natural park 
within. the suburbs of Vienna, was a 
favourite summer residence of the Imperial 
Family, and, right till the last- weeks of the 
Monarchy, harboured the wearers of the 
Austrian crown. With the overthrow of 
the throne, the pomp of court life also 
vanished from Laxenburg, and it was an- 
other power—the power of art—that, within 
a few years of the new regulations of State 
affairs, chose the palace of Laxenburg for its 
home. 

The Hellerau School for rhythmic gym- 
nastics and musical education, which was 
founded by Emile Jacques-Dalcroze at 
Geneva, and removed in the year 1912 
to Helleran, near Dresden, took up its 
quarters, about nine years: ago, in the 
Palace of Laxenburg, and there formed 
a centre of the. most serious exer- 
cises cf art, whose aim,—put into the sim- 
plest words—was “to manifest the soul 
through the medium of the body, to make 
the workings of the soul visible in rhythm. 

From music Jacques-Dalcroze drew the 
principles of rhythmic gymnastics, and, with 
the aid of music, its balancing and inciting 
force, his method developed the power of 
expression which lies in the body, and in- 
creased the degree of activity in its move- 
ments and postures. 

To-day the fame of 
Laxenburg is international. The school, 
which is now carried on under the sole 
management of Ferands, is every year— 
especially in summer—the meeting place of 
numerous artists, art teachers and students 
from all over the world, which come with a 
view to obtaining new and useful ideas. The 
group of dancers which, for many years, 
was trained by Valerie Kratina, one of the 
most prominent dancers of oy has, with 
its numerous interesting terpsichorean mas- 
terpieces, gained world-wide renown. The 
fantastic “Visions of the Virgin Forest, ' 
by Claudel and Milhaud, the charming doll’s 
dance, “ Marionettes,’’ by Casella, and the 
delightful fairy tale, ‘‘The Carved Wood 
Prince,” by Bartok, are works which will 
last for ever. The co-operation of the 
“ Hellerau-Laxenburg ” School at. the classi- 
cal festival. plays in Syracause is still within 
the memory of all. To put new life into 
the dances and choruses of the old Hellenic 
tragedies, the dance groups enlisted their 
dramatic power of expression in the service 
of the artistic unity of word, gesture and 
motion, and attained herein an unparalleled 
success. . 

Later, Valerie Kratina took over the train- 
ing of the ballet at the Breslau Opera, and 
transferred her sphere of work to the young 
terpsichorean artist, Rosalie Chladek, who, 
as a pupil of the Laxenburg School, worked 
in the position of directrice under Felix 
Weingartner at Basel. 

The view of artists who smiled at dancing 
as a casual welcome distraction belongs to 
the long-forgotten past, The modern style 
of dancing follows the laws of the living 
plastic; like every other art, dancing, too, 
aims at expressing what is in the soul. And 
on the broad lawns of the palace park at

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FIGHT ELECTIONS.

HE All-India Swaraj Party, which has 

been in abeyance, is to be revived to 
fight the forthcoming elections to the 
Legislative Assembly. 

This important decision was embodied in 
an official statement issued to-day by the 
leaders of the Congress Party, which is 
holding a conference here. 

The conclusions of the conference are to 
be placed before Mr. Gandhi for his con- 
sideration and advice. 

A provisional committee, with Dr. 
Ansar: as President, has been appointed to 
draw up a constitution and a programme 
of work, which will be placed before a 
larger meeting of Congressmen from al] 
parts of India at an early date. ' 


CONSTRUCTIVE 
PROGRAMME. 


After an exhaustive examination of the 
present political situation in. India, the 
general opinion of the conference was 
embodied in the following conclusions— 
‘*1—In the opinion of this conference, 
the All-India Swaraj Party, which has been 
in abeyance, should be revived in order to 
enable Congressmen, who are not offering 
individual civil resistance, to undertake 
through an organisation a constructive pro 
gramme. 

‘*2—In the opinion of this conference, 
it is imperative for the party to take up the 
Government's challenge in relation to the 
forthcoming elections to the Legislative 
Assembly, and to secure the election of its 
candidates on the following issues :'— 

“ (a) To implement the country’s 
mandate and to get all repressive laws re- 
pealed. 

“ (b) To reject the proposals contained 
in the White Paper, and to get them re- 
placed by a national demand on the lines 
indicated by Mr. Gandhi at the Round 
Table Conference, so that the country may 
re-afirm its confidence in the Indian 
Nationalist Congress.’’

DEMAND FOR RADICAL 
MODIFICATION,

A marked pronouncement against the 
British Government's White Paper pro- 
posals is made to-day in a leading article 
in the Hindu, the independent Indian 
Nationalist newspaper, which has a large 
circulation in Southern India.

OBITUARY. 


PROFESSOR JOSEPH LOTH. 

The eminent archeologist, Professor Joseph 
Loth, who specialised in the Celtic period, 
died yesterday, at the age of 86 (states 
Reuter’s Correspondent in Paris). 

He held honorary degrees of Glasgow and 
Dublin Universities, and was a member of the 
Philological Society of London. 


DR. R. F. HORTON, 


The death occurred in London on Good 
Friday of the Rev. Dr. Robert Forman 
Horton, Minister Emeritus of the Lyndhurst 
Road Congregational Church, Hampstead, and 
writer on religion, at the age of 78. Son 
of a minister, Robert Forman Horton was 
one of the best known ministers in Con- 
gregationalism. At New College, Oxford, he 
earned a reputation as a classical scholar, 
and after a short period as a lecturer in 
history at the University, he was appointed 
minister of the Congregational Church in 
Lyndhurst road, Hampstead, where he re- 
mained for fifty years, a record seldom 
equalled in the history of the Free Churches. 
In 1903 he was appointed Chairman. of the

SHOT BY VILLAGERS 123 
YEARS AGO. 


Contempara! I; re ords of H! strange 
‘‘monster?’ killed in Scotland 123 vears ago 
—with a '-buil's head, forelegs like those of 
| a camel, hinds legs like those of a horse and 
a scaly body *’—have been unearthed in 
Brittany by M. Guy Dubois, a local archeo 
logist. 

The document, dated 1811, 
exciting chase after the

pondent. ‘ An inhabitant of Edinburgh,” st 
states, ‘‘ perceived on his way to Glasgow, 
on April 8th, some miles from the coast an 
animal of extraordinary size and shape.

companions lay concealed. 

“They determined to set fire to the 
heather, whereupon the monster made for the 
sea.: The bravest of the pursuers ran after it, 
discharging their muskets. The first dis 
charge caused it to _ stagger, the second 
brought it down. The weight of the anima!

awav whole, so the villagers cut 1t 
pieces, getting several barrels of oil from the 
carcase,

A little later Juan sent 
a shepherd after the Guards with their rifles 
Ha sent a message, that as the two Guards 
might be fathers of families he did not wish 
to get them into trouble. Most of Juans 
‘takings ” were lost gambling in inns. 

When finally he was akenil by the police 
reinforcements had to be rushed to the spot 
to prevent the peasants from reseuing him 
by force. He was condemned to ninety years’ 
imprisonment, but was granted a pardon a 
few months ago because of his good conduct. 
After some weeks of steady work in the fields 
someone chaffed him about his loss of spirit. 

Juan was sixty-two, and white-haired. But 
next day he was oft for the hills of Ronda. 
He was going, he said, ‘‘to pay off his score 
against the Civil Guards,’’ who had brought 
about his imprisonment.

IMMIGRATION FIGURES SHOW 
RESULT OF DEPRESSION. 


All over the world people have been flocking 
‘home to their own countries from abroad as a 
result of the economic depression, writes 
Reuter's Geneva Correspondent. A complete 
reversal of the usual streams of migration 1s 
shown by figures issued in Geneva by the In 
ternational Labour Office. 

In Australia a net immigration of 49,100 
in 1927 fell to 9,800 in 1929. The following 
two years there was a turn of the tide in the 
opposite direction, but in 1952 the figure fell 
to 4,800. 

A similar tendency is noted in New Zea- 
land. 

The United States absorbed 152,000 im- 
migrants in 1929, but im 1932 a net total of 
47,000 people left the country . 

There has been a net inward balance of 
migration in almost every country, states the 
report, as the result of the increasing num- 
bers of returning emigrants. This is par- 
ticularly. the case with Great Britain, the 
Trish Free State, Germany, Italy and Spain. 
The. chief exception is Poland, overseas 
emigration from that country having exceeded 
immigration every year. 

No figures are published for 1933, but the 
report says that hoes are now signs of a re- 
turn to more normal conditions in migration.

Russia Twenty thousand cinemas have shown 
it already, and it is still running in some 
cities. Certainly it has done more to bring 
British films into prominence than any pre- 
vious effort, and its success may have very 
valuable results for the film companies of 
Great Britain. 

Before '' Henry VIII.” British films had a 
bad name which was not altogether undeserved 
—the acting was indifferent, the photography 
bad, and the production amateurish. Even at 
home they were not sure of popularity, and 
abroad they were —wvirt Hx unknown. 
“Henry VIII,” as propaganda, can hardly 
be rated too highly; for it showed that ail 
British films need not be so poor as some 
have been, and it must have created an im- 
pression among foreign distributors that they 
can no longer afford to neglect British 
pictures. It would be wrong to overestimate 
‘Henry VIIL.”’ as a film—though it was a 
very fine one—but as an advertisement its 
value is enormous. In this respect one can 
say with truth that it is a corner-stone in the 
British film industry. 


“CATHERINE THE GREAT.” 


_ An example of its value comes readily to 
hand. ‘‘ Catherine the Great’’ was the work 
of the same company, London Film Produc- 
tions, and the same producer, Alexander 
Korda. As it has not yet been seen in 
Dublin, we cannot express our own judg- 
ment on it, but the majority of the English 
critics were agreed that, although quite a 
good film, it was far below the ended of 
“Henry VHI” Yet such is the prestige of 
the latter film that ‘‘ Catherine the Great ”’ 
is expected to reap an equal success, and it 
already has been booked by over six thousand 
cinemas In various countries. 

The British film companies are thus pre- 
sented with a golden opportunity to establish 
themselves in the world market, and it will 
be their own fault if they neglect it, For a 
time, no doubt, almost all their major pro- 
ductions will be assured of success, but it 
will not be a permanent one unless a con- 
sistently high standard is aimed at.  For- 
tunately tor them, they have *‘ Man of Aran ”’ 
and ‘* Jew Suss ” now almost ready for exhi- 
bition, and both these films promise to. he 
very good. If high quality is not maintained, 
however, the foreign distributors will soon 
grow tired of booking their pictures, and the 
invaluable pioneer work of ‘‘ Henry VIII.” 
will go for nothing. ;
